B arrett brought suit against Michael 
Mannix, saloon keeper, and Maurice 
Donnelly, his bondsman, for $2,000 
damages, alleging that Mannix sold 
liquor to her husband while he was in 
an intoxicated condition and that he 
was killed as a direct result o f his con­ 
dition. 
It is alleged in the complaint that 
Barrett went to Mannix's saloon, be­ 
came intoxicated, left the saloon and 
m et Box on the street. 
It is alleged 
that B arrett, 
being intoxicated, as- 
saulted Box. 
Box then shot B arrett 
1 and billed him. 
The plaintiff points 
I out that Mannix agreed to obey the 
liquor laws 
when he obtained 
his 
liquor license in 1909 and that he gave 
bond in the sum of $2,000 as surety. 
She says sh e d s entitled to $2,000, as 
Mannix sold liquor to her husband 
while he was intoxicated. 
Box was indicted for m anslaughter 
by the grand jury in February, 1909. 
In February, 1910, a jury returned a 
verdict of guilty against Box. 
His at­ 
torneys filed a motion for a new trial 
and the court sustained the motion. 
Box was-^released on bond and has 
been at liberty since. 
The case has 
never been set for trial a second time.
